HISTORY  OF  LEES-McRAE  COLLEGE

The  turn  of  the  century  found  the  Reverend  Edgar 
Tufts  at  work  in  the  Banner  Elk  community.  He  had 
organized  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  begun  an  ed- 
ucational program.  He  took  a  small  group  of  local 
young  people  into  his  study  for  classes  designed  to 
enrich  the  local  school  curriculum.  This  small  group 
is  called  the  Class  of  1900  and  it  marks  the  beginning 
of  Lees-McRae  College. 

In  the  year  1907,  the  educational  institution  at 
Banner  Elk  became  controlled  co-operatively  by  the 
community,  county,  and  the  Presbyterian  Church.  This 
year  also  marked  the  grant  of  a  charter  by  the  State 
of  North  Carolina,  which  officially  named  the  school 
Elizabeth  McRae  Institute  for  Girls.  Mrs.  McRae, 
the  school's  namesake,  had  directed  all  of  her  efforts 
toward  the  educational  enlightenment  of  mountain 
children. 


Later,  Mrs.  S.  P.  Lees  of  New  York 
contributed  a  perpetual  financial  grant  to 
the  school's  program.  This  assistance 
appeared  at  a  time  when  the  Institute  was 
in  dire  need  of  enlargements  to  care  for 
the  steadily  increasing  enrollment.  It  was 
at  the  insistance  of  the  Reverend  Mr.  Tufts 
that  her  surname  was  given  a  permanent 
position  in  the  official  title  making  it  the 
Lees-McRae  Institute  for  Girls.

At  about  the  same  time,  the  Plumtree 
School  for  Boys  was  founded  by  Mr.  Tufts 
and  his  devoted  brother-in-law,  Mr.  Joe 
Hall.  This  school  served  as  a  comple- 
mentary institution  for  Lees-McRae  In- 
stitution for  Girls.  But,  in  1927,  when  the 
Plumtree  unit  was  destroyed  by  fire,  the 
boys  were  brought  to  Banner  Elk  and  the 
Institute  became  co-educational,  although 
the  separate  institutions  were  maintained. 


"Help  me  with  OLE  LEAD-BOTTOM!" 
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The  college  song  begins,  "Far  away  in  a  beautiful 
valley."  The  Institute's  first  music  and  art  instructor, 
Miss  Lulu  Arrowood,  composed  the  lyrics  and  adapted 
it  to  the  melody  of  Thomas  a  Becket's  "Columbia,  Gem 
of  the  Ocean".  As  the  years  go  by,  this  Alma  Mater 
continues  to  serve  its  purpose  in  spurring  its  athletes 
on  to  victory  and  in  boosting  the  morale  of  everyone. 
The  song  sets  forth  the  school  colors  -  Green  and 
Gold  -  and  states  the  motto  as  "Not  less  than  the  best!" 
The  Reverend  Mr.  Tufts  later  changed  the  motto  to  .   .   . 

"In  montibus,  ex  montibus,  pro  montibus."  Since 
that  day,  every  president  of  the  college  has  expressed 
his  desire  to  see  Lees-McRae  serve  "in  the  mountains, 
of  the  mountains,  for  the  mountains."

Slippin'  and  a  slidin'--Oops! 


In  1923,  the  Edgar  Tufts  Memorial  Association 
was  created  to  continue  the  healing,  sheltering,  and 
teaching  ministries  of  its  founder,  the  Reverend  Mr. 
Edgar  Tufts.  Consolidated  into  a  single  association 
were  the  three  departments:  Lees-McRae  Institute, 
Grandfather  Home  for  Children,  and  the  Grace  Hartley 
Hospital. 

Lees-McRae  College  was  chartered  in  1927,  its 
components  being  Lees-McRae  Institute  and  the  Plum- 
tree  School  for  Boys.  This  charter  was  obtained  pri- 
marily by  the  competent  leadership  of  Mr.  Edgar  H. 
Tufts,  who,  having  just  succeeded  his  father  as  presi- 
dent, effected  the  formation  of  the  junior  college. 
Gradually,  in  the  1930 's,  high  school  classes  were 
discontinued,  resulting  in  exclusively  college-level 
curricula,  with  varied  vocational  courses.  "Mr. 
Edgar",  as  he  was  called  by  his  friends,  built  the 
permanent  buildings  on  campus  and  created  the  col- 
lege's standing  reputation  for  excellent  vocational 
preparation.  Terminal  curricula,  such  as  Medical 
Secretarial  courses,  were  begun  under  his  administra- 
tion. It  was  in  1931  that  the  first  college  class  grad- 
uated from  Lees-McRae  College. 
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Seven  presidents  have  served  this 
great  institution  in  the  succeeding  years. 
The  Reverend  Mr.  Edgar  Tufts  began  his 
service  for  Christian  fellowship  and  teach- 
inginl898.  Justas  his  life  was  dedicated 
to  Christ,  so  was  that  of  his  son,  Edgar  H. 
Tufts.  In  1923  as  president  of  the  associa- 
tion, he  continued  the  program  of  his  pred- 
ecessor.

'Another  day  shot  to  .   .   .  pieces." 
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Dr.  W.  C.  Tate,  the  director  of  Grace  Hartley 
Hospital  and  a  man  long  associated  with  the  Tufts  - 
father  and  son  -  took  the  presidency  at  "Mr.  Edgar's" 
death  in  1942.  After  a  long  term  as  a  faithful  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Dr.  Roswell  Long  was 
elected  president  for  one  term  beginning  in  1947. 
Upon  Dr.  Long's  resignation,  Dr.  W.  C.  Tate  once 
again  accepted  the  position  until  a  permanent  successor 
could  be  named.  In  1949,  Dr.  Fletcher  Nelson  was 
secured  as  president  of  the  college,  and  in  1951  he 
became  President  of  the  Edgar  Tufts  Memorial  As- 
sociation. 

At  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Nelson  in  1958,  Mr.  E.  L. 
Lafferty,  a  fine  teacher  who  had  served  the  college  for 
more  than  two  decades,  was  named  temporary  presi- 
dent. He  held  the  position  for  several  months,  until 
Dr.  Joseph  Carter  assumed  the  position  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  existing  term.  As  this  term  came  to 
aclose  in  1960,  Dr.  Marshall  Scott  Woodson  was  named 
the  ninth  president  of  the  Edgar  Tufts  Memorial  As- 
sociation. 
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The  Lees-McRae  College  Alumni  As- 
sociation, Incorporated,  was  organized  in 
the  very  early  days  of  the  college.  All 
Lees-McRae  graduates  since  that  time 
have  automatically  become  members  of 
the  Alumni  Association.  The  Association 
was  begun  with  the  purpose  of  "creation 
and  maintenance  of  interest  in  the  welfare 
of  Lees-McRae  College,  and  the  promotion 
of  fellowship  and  mutual  aid  among  the 
alumni".

OnSeptember  16,  1959,  another  dream 
was  realized.  This  was  the  dedication  of 
McAlister  Hall,  a  men's  dormitory.  It  was 
dedicated  to  the  conviction  that  "The 
Highest  Education  is  Christian"  in  memory 
of  William  H.  McAlister  and  his  daughter, 
Amelie.  This  year  also  witnessed  the 
completion  of  an  addition  to  the  Grand- 
father Home  -  the  Ann  Bryan  Recreation 
Center  -  donated  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert 
G.  Hayes  of  Concord.  The  modern  recrea- 
tion center  is  equipped  with  a  modern 
stainless-steel  kitchen  and  with  adequate 
dining  quarters,  recreational  facilities 
such  as  roller  skating,  shuffle  board,  ping 
pong,  basketball  and  volleyball  courts,  and 
an  audio-visual  room  with  a  projector  and 
screen.  For  recognition  of  her  dedicated 
service,  the  building  was  named  in  honor 
of  the  director  of  the  Home,  Miss  Ann 
Bryan. 
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Another  significant  event  was  the  completion  of 
the  new  hospital  near  Reynolds  Stadium.  Patients  were 
moved  from  the  old,  and  now  inadequate,  Grace  Hartley 
Memorial  Hospital  to  the  new,  modern,  well-equipped 
building.  The  new  100 -bed  hospital  and  its  grounds 
represent  an  investment  of  over  $2,000,000.  The  fire- 
proof structure,  faced  with  native  stone  from  Beech 
Mountain,  was  named,  by  act  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
the  Charles  A.  Cannon  Jr.  Memorial  Hospital  in  mem- 
ory of  Charles  A.  Cannon,  Jr.,  who  lost  his  life  in  the 
line  of  duty  in  World  War  II.  He  was  the  son  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Charles  A.  Cannon  of  Concord  and  Kannapolis, 
North  Carolina.

The  touchdown  came  on  a  34 -yard  pass  from  Terry 
Postell  to  end  Mickey  Deel.  Thompson  kicked  the  extra 
point  as  the  Bobcats  muzzled  the  Bulldogs  to  clinch  the 
Western  Carolinas  Junior  College  Conference  title. 

The  Bobcats  became  undisputed  champions  of  the 
WCJCAC  by  defeating  Mars  Hill  15-0.
